Notwithstanding Peace Rumors, 


the Czar is Going Ahead 


With His Plans. 


St. Petersburg, March 28.—The im­ 
pression prevalent in some military 
circles that the J apanese, having re­ 
moved the possibility of the main 
army in Manchuria assuming the in­ 
itiative, will now turn their attention 
to the nex t objective of the war. Vladi­ 
vostok. is strengthened by the press 
dispatch from Gunshu Pass announc­ 
ing the withdrawal of the J apanese 
from the immediate front of the Rus­ 
sian army for a distance of thirty-five 
m iles south. 
It Is realized of course 
that this may be merely a blind to 
cover flanking operations; but it is not 
improbable that the J apanese, having 
cleared southern Manchuria of Rus­ 
sian troops and secured a position 
whence ex pulsion would be a long and 
difficult process, may be satisfied to 
hold the Tie Pass line without further 
ex tension of communication. 
W hile the voice of the emperor’s ad­ 
visers is for peace it honorable terms 
are obtainable, the government, 
h r is 
the part of wisdom, is going forward 
with all provisions for the continu­ 
ance of the war. 
Preparations are re­ 
ported to be mariing for the mobiliza­ 
tion of five corps. 
It bad been under­ 
stood that the guards would be re­ 
tained at F!i. Petersburg; hut some of 
the officers of this crack organization 
believe their services have been requi­ 
sitioned and are max ing preparations 
to that end. 
There has been a recrudescence of 
reports of a change in the head of the 
war otficc. 
it was stated last night 
in a usually well-iniormed source that 
Lieutenant General 
Sakharoff 
will 
leave very shortly and be succeeded 
by General Ridig r, now chief of the 
chancellory of the war office. 
It is 
reported that General Pollvanoff will 
be appointed chief of the general staff. 
Both Poll vanoff and Ridiger are of the 
younger school of generals, but have 
high repute as tacticians and admin­ 
istrators.

Politicians who are acquainted with 
the facts regarding the phenomenal in ­ 
crease in the vote at the last November 
election oug ht just now be figuring 
out how Indianapolis is g oing to house

Tomlinson hall wat inadequate for the 
two Democratic State conventions last 
May and August and was barely large 
enough for the Republican gathering s 
in April. 
Many 
Republican deleg a­ 
tions were relegated to the balconies 
for lack of room on the lower floor, 
and the great throngs 
that looked 
on were forced to crowd on the stage 
or 
into 
the 
g alleries. 
Conditions 
were much worse at the Democratic 
conventions. 
In the Democratic conventions there 
were 1547 delegates, based on one dele­ 
gate to every 175 votes cast by the 
party for Secretary of State in N o­ 
vember 1902. 
The total Democratic 
vote was 203,555. 
There were 1480 
delegates in the Republican State con­ 
vention, one for every 200 votes cast 
for Secretary of State in 1902. 
The 
riotal was 2C8,3( 2. 
U sing the same units as a basis of 
representation in the State convention 
)f 1900 the Republican g athering w ill 
show an increase of 
303 delegates, 
making the total 
of 1798, and the 
Democratic convention an increase of 
32 aud a total of 1578. 
The unusual 
increase in the Republican figures is 
due to the landslide liist November, 
which g ave“ the ticket 359,302 votes in 
the State. 
The Democratic vote was 
274,998.

New Law' Will Pul a Check Upon 


Fradulent Fruit Tree 


Agents. 


There lias been no more common 
sw indle perpetrated on farmers and 
others than that worked by fruit tree 
agents, who have worked off scrub 
fc.-ees that cost, them nex t to nothing 
at good prices by labeling them as 
choice fruit. 
A law just passed by 
the Leg islature w ill go far to check 
this fraud. 
It reads as foUows: 
Section 
1.—Be itj enacted by tl c 
General Assembly of the 
State of 
Indiana, 
that 
it shall be unlaw ful 
for an.y person, persons, firm or cor­ 
poration, acting either as principal 
or agent, to sell to any person, persons, 
firm or corporation any fruit tree or 
fruit trees representing the same to 
be of a certain kind, variety and de­ 
scription, and thereafter to deliver to 
such person in filling such order and 
in com pleting snch sale a fruit tree 
or fruit 
trees of a different kind, 
variety or description of such fruit 
tree or fruit tret» so ordered and sold. 
See. 2.—Any person violating any 
provision of this act shall be deemed 
g niltv qf misdemeanor and upon con 
. .. 
V 
, . 
being 
mad 
vietion shall be fined in any sum not 
les» than fifty ($50) dollars nor more 
than fiw hundred ($500) dollar» . 
Sec. 3.—Prosecutions under this act 
may be commenced at any tim e w ith ­ 
in five years from the tim e of delivery 
of such fruit tree or fruit trees m en­ 
tioned in Section 1

The pension received amounts 
to 20 per cent of an em ploye’s salary, 
based on the average of the last ten 
years of work.

One of the rarest cast» known to the 
practice of m edicine has been discov­ 
ered at Indianapolis.

to sw ell abnormally* and it is said, 
that the disease always results fatally. 
The diseease was first discovered and 
named by tDr. Hodgkins, an English 
physician, who J ived in the six teenth 
century, aud’ex cept in a few localities 
the disease has been noted but in a 
very* few instances since that time. 
There is a great divergence among 
phsyisciazM as to the cause and natnre 
of the ailm ent.

One of the Men Responsible Was 


Killed and Complaint Will be 


Led e i Against Other. 


Princeton. Ind., March 28.—The re­ 
port of J ames Epperson, state mine 
inspector, to Coroner Hollingsworth 
on the Princeton mine ex plosion, in 
which five men lost their lives and as 
many others were injured, says that 
gross violation of the law by two per­ 
sons was responsible for the ex plosion. 
The responsible persons, according to 
Mr. Epperson, were Harry Targett, 
who was killed by the shot which he 
fired, and Roscoe Hedrick, who pre­ 
pared the shot for firing. Hedrick was 
not killed, and. according to Mr. Ep­ 
person. he will be implicated in the 
report of the grand jury. 
According to Mr. Epperson, the shot 
that Hedrick prepared was in direct 
violation of the law*, in that it was 
placed in a solid bank of coal that had 
no "loose *>nd.” 
This "loose end" ia 
a technical mining term, indicating 
that at one end of the bank or the 
other there must be space for coal 
displaced by the shot. 
In caae there 
is no "loose end” any shot that is fired 
in the solid bans, not being able to 
force the coal to either side, shoots 
backward out of the hole drilled for 
the placing of the shot, ig nites the 
g ases or the coal dust in the mine, and 
this fire, consuming the ox ygen of the 
air, creates w*hat is known as firedamp, 
which is poisonous. 
The only penalty 
that the law* prescribes for the viola­ 
tion of these provisions as to prepar­ 
ing and making shots without “ loose 
ends” is a tine ranging from $5 to $10« ), 
or as an alternative, imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period between 
thirty days and six months.

Cleveland, O.. March 28.—Unless the 
higher court interferes Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick will spend the greater part 
of the next ten y ears in the Ohio State 
penitentiary . 
A sentence of ten y ears was imposed 
on her by Judge Robert W. Tay ler in 
the United States district court at 
five o'clock last evening. 
The sen­ 
tence came at the close of a busy day 
for the court in hearing argum ents 
on a motion for a new trial, which 
lasted all day . 
The motion was over­ 
ruled. 
Mrs. Chadwick was convicted on 
seven counts and sentenced upon six 
counts. For four of these counts a sen­ 
tence of two y ears each was imposed. 
Upon two counts a sentence of one 
y ear each was imposed, making a total 
sentence of ten y ears. 
As soon as the sentence was 
nounced Attorney J. P. Dawley , co*:>: 
sel for Mrs. Chadwick, took exceftio:'.* 
to the sentences upon each count, ex 
cept the first count. 
The 
defense 
intends to make the claim that the 
court cannot impose a separate sen 
tence for each count; that the law ap­ 
plies to the general charge instead of 
each incident of a 
general charge 
The various counts of the indictment 
are considered by the defense to refer 
only to details of the general offense. 
This point will also be contested in 
the higher court as will the other 
points of the Chadwick trial which re­ 
sulted in tne conviction. 
The first 
step taken by the defense will be to 
ask for a stay of sentence until the 
appeal is tried out. There is an under­ 
standing won United States Marshal 
Chandler. United States Attorney Sul­ 
livan and the court to the effect that 
there wiil be no attem pt to execute 
the sentence until the defense has an 
opportunity to carry the case to the 
higher court and there obtain a sus 
pension of the sentence. 
Mrs. Chad 
wick will be defended to the last court. 
No action will be taken by United 
States Attorney Sullivan regarding th^ 
other six indictments against

Chadwick in the federal court until the 
present case is finally disposed of. 
If 
the present case and sentence Is sus­ 
tained by the last court the other cases 
will he dropped, otherwise they will 
be used against the woman. 
Mrs. Chadwick w ia net particularly 
affected by the action of the court, 
and 
seemingly 
she 
had 
resigned 
herself to any action that might lie 
taken. 
When she was told that the 
motion for a new trial had been re­ 
fused she merely nodded her head 
as if she already knew. 
When order­ 
ed to stand up and receive the sen­ 
tence the court asked her if she had 
any thing to say why sentence should 
not be pronounced. 
Mrs. Chadwick 
said there was nothing she cared to 
say ’. 
Her attorney s made no appeal to 
the court and the sentence was im­ 
mediately 
imposed. 
Judge 
Tay ler 
made no remarks, except to explain 
the term s of the sentence. 
He stated 
that the sentence of one count should 
begin at 
the expiration of the one 
preceding it. 
After the sentence 
was imposed 
court adjourned and Mrs. Chadwick 
w’a? taken hack to the county jail. 
By good behavior Mrs. Chadwick can 
reduce her. time of imprisonment to 
eight y ears and four months.
